B e it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: — 

1 . — (1) A body corporate may carry on the business of a a corporate

(ff) if the husinoss of the body corporate, so far as it relates proTisimis, 
to the keeping, retailing, or dispensing of poisons or ^2e°ssas 
to the retailing, dispensing, or compounding of medical piiamaceu- 
prescriptions is under the control and management of 
a superintendent who is a duly registered pharma- 
ceutical chemist or licentiate apothecary whose 
name has l)een forwarded to the registrar of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland to he entered 
hy him in a register to he kept for that purpose, 
and who does not act at the same time in a similar 
capacity for any other person or body corporate ; and 
(5) if in every premises where such business as aforesaid it. 
carried on and is not personally conducted by the 
superintendent such business is hon^ fide conducted 
under the direction of the superintendent by a 
manager or assistant who is a duly registered 
pharmaceutical chemist or licentiate apothecary, and 
whose certificate of qualification is conspicuously 
exhibited in. the shop or other place in which he so 
conducts the business.

(2) A body corporate may use in Ireland tbe description 
of “pharmaceutical chemist” or “ d^pensing chemist” if the 
reciuii’ements in paragraph {a) of this subsection as to the carrying 
on of the business are observed, and if the superintendent is 

a member of the board of directors or other governing body 6 
of the body corporate as the case may be. 

(3) A body corporate may carry on the business of a 
cliemist and druggist or druggist in Ireland — 

(«) if the business of the body corporate, so far as relates 

to the keeping, retailing, or dispensing of poisons, is 10 
under the control and management of a superintendent 
U'ho is a duly registered pharmaceutical chemist or 
duly registered chemist and druggist or duly regis- 
tered druggist ■whose name has been forwarded to 
the registrar of the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland 15 
to he entered by liim in a register to he kept for 
that purpose, and who does not at the same time 
act in a similar capacity for any other person or 
body corporate ; and 

{b) if in every premises where such business as aforesaid is 20 
carried on and is not personally conducted by the 
superintendent such business is l^on^i fide conducted 
under the direction of the superintendent by a manager 
or assistant who is a duly registered pharmaceutical 
chemist or licentiate apothecary or duly registered 26 
chemist and druggist or duly registered druggist, 
and wliose certificate of qualification is conspicuously 
exhibited in the shop or other place in which he so 
conducts the business. 

2 . A body corporate may use in Ireland the description of 30 
“chemist and druggist ” or “druggist” if the requirements of 
paragraph (<?) of this subsection as to the carrying on of the 
business are observed, and if the superintendent is a member 

of the hoard of directors or other governing body of the body 
corporate as the case may be. 

3 . Subject to the provisions aforesaid section thirty of the 
Pharmacy Act (Ireland), 1875, and sections fifteen and eighteen 
of the Pharmacy Act (Ireland) 1875, Am endment Act, 1890, 
shall apply to a body corporate in like, manner as they apply 

to an individual. 40

4. The proTisions of the Pharmacy Act (Ireland), 1875, A.D. 1911. 
and of the Pharmacy Act (Ireland), 1875, Amendment Act, Kecris^-s. 
1890, Tvitli respect to the registers thereby authorised shall, 

^vith the necessary modifications, extend and apply to the registers 
directed by this section. 

5. So much of section four of the Poisons and Pliarmacy Application 
Act, 1908, as enables byelaws to be made for the purposes 
mentioned in paragraph (5) of that section shall apply to Ireland modifiel 
with the following modifications : — 

{a) For the reference to the Pharmaceutical Society there 
shall be substituted a reference to the Pharmaceutical 
Society in Ireland; 

(5) For the reference to the Pharmacy Acts, 1852 and 18(58, 
there shall be substituted a reference to the Pharmacy 
Act (Ireland), 1875, and for the reference to section 
two of the Pharmacy Act, 1852, there shall be sub- 
stituted a reference to section sixteen of the Pharmacy 
Act (Ireland), 1875: 

(e) The ref^-enoe to “chemists and druggists” shall not 
apply. 

(rf) The expression “byelaws” shall include “regulations.” 

6. I’d’ the purposes of this Act and the Acts mentioned Apprcutice- 
herein and any regulations made thereunder, service as apprentice 

or assistant to a body corporate carrying on business in accord- 
ance with the requirements of this sul)sectiou, shall be deemed 
to be service as an apprentice or assistant to an mdividual 
la’wEully carrying on the like business. 

7. This Act may be cited as the Poisons and Pharmacy Short title.
